he look of South Korea is to the future, with con- 
fidence. And these pictures of Seoul, the capital, illus- 


trate the forward-looking spirit. 


In the years out of the world's headlines following the 


end of the Korean war in 1953, there were not only the 
recent devastation and human casualties to overcome, but 
also the legacies of a feudal past and a previous repressive 
colonial regime. As late as the early 1960s, Korea was still 
impoverished, with rampant inflation and political chaos. 


But now, the better part of a decade of government 


stability and economic progress has led to all-round im- 
provement, with a particularly striking rate of growth. 
Overall growth in gross national product averaged 11.7 
per cent over the five-year period, 1964-1969, with an esti- 
mated growth of 15.5 per cent during 1969. 


After the war, a huge U.S. aid effort, together with an 


international assistance program, went toward supplying 
urgent necessities, food and shelter, war damage repair 
and laying a base for economic development. The U.S. 
Agency for International Development played, and is still 
playing, a significant part with help in planning, loans 
and technical assistance in many sectors. 


Now, economic advance has led to plans to end special 


U.S. assistance there early in the 1970s. Korea hopes that 
she will be able to achieve self-sufficiency in food and end 
dependence on all aid grants from abroad in the next year 
or so.

Ireland Bonks 
Close, Cash 
Hard to Find

DUBLIN. Ireland (AP) - A 


bank shutdown in Ireland is 
forcing the public to turn to bar- 
tenders, druggists and grocers 
for cash—and the shutdown is 
threatening to spread to North- 
ern Ireland. 


Union leaders are considering 


calling out 3,000 affiliated bank 
employes in the six Northern Ir- 
ish counties governed by Brit- 
ain. Bank clerks on both sides of 
the border belong to the same 
union, the Bank Officials Asso- 
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elation. 


"It's quite in the cards that 


clerks in the northern offices 
will be asked by the officials as- 
sociation not to handle business 
from Eire," said a union offi- 
cial. 


Since Ireland's 900 banks shut 


their doors last April 30, more 
than 6,500 employes have been 
Idled. 


The impasse began when 


bank employes demanded a 25 
per cent pay hike on weekly sal- 
aries which range from $30 for 
clerks to $60 for managers. 
They began a slowdown to en- 
force their demands. 
Humane Group 
fo Start 
Rating Movies

HOLLYWOOD (AP) - The 


American Humane Association 
plans to start rating foreign- 
made movies "acceptable" or 
"unacceptable" next month, de- 
pending on whether animals in 
them have been treated cruelly. 


A particular target is the so- 


called running W, used to trip a 
galloping horse into a spectacu- 
lar fall, Harold Melniker, direc- 
tor of the association's Holly- 
wood office, said Thursday. 


Invisible 
wires 
linking 
a 


horse's legs and an off-camera 
stake send him head over heels, 
and sometimes he gets a broken 
leg or neck, said Melniker. 


"The practice was quite com- 


mon until 1940 when the Ameri- 
can Humane Association came 
to Hollywood and worked out an 
agreement with producers to su- 
pervise animal action," he add- 
ed. "One of the conditions was 
absolute prohibition of the run- 
ning W. 


"Now it's being used in some 


pictures produced In the last 
year or so in Spain, Italy and 
Yugoslavia. On the screen it's 
obvious. Some producers have 
said quite frankly they did it be- 
cause they felt there was little 
chance of Injury to the horses." 


Involved, said Melniker, are 


foreign producers and a few 
Americans—"when they get out- 
side the United States, outside 
our jurisdiction." 


In several pictures made out- 


side the United States animals 
were killed, Melniker added. 


"We cannot tolerate actually 


killing animals for the sake of 
entertainment," he said. "We 
say an animal's life is entitled 
to respect." 


Melniker said lists of accept- 


able and unacceptable films will 
be issued periodically from the 
association's Denver headquar- 
ters and Hollywood office, but 
"we hope the abuses overseas 
will stop so we can discontinue 
the program."

White House officials quickly 


responded by saying this coun- 
try "would view the establish- 
ment of a strategic base in the 
Caribbean with utmost serious- 
ness." However, no diplomatic 
representations have been made 
to Moscow. 


Officials 
here immediately 


drew a parallel with the 1962 
Cuban 
missile 
crisis, 
when 


President John F. Kennedy said 
peace In the Caribbean could be 
preserved if Soviet offensive 
weapons were removed from 
the area and kept out in the fu- 
ture. 


This continues to be U.S. poli- 


cy, said one White House offi- 
cial who declined to be quoted 
by name. 


But it is obvious the magni- 


tude of the new naval develop- 
ment in Cuba is not the same as 
eight years ago when Russia 
placed offensive missiles on the 
island 90 miles from the U.S. 
mainland. 


At that time, the Soviets had 


no Polaris-type submarines, and 
the United States held a clear

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Army, in cutting its troop 
strength to 1.2 million men by 
next June, will trim three divi- 
sions out of its combat force. 


There will be a 125,000-man 


Army reduction by mid-1971 as 
compared with mid-1970, 45,000 
of these men coming from com- 
bat divisions—about 15,000 in 
each division. 


Mast of the Army cuts will be 


in support units. At 1.2 million 
men, 
the Army will be at its 


lowest strength in 10 years next 
June. 


The size of the Army's reduc- 


tion was announced previously; 
the dropping of three combat di- 
visions was disclosed Thursday 
by Robert C. Moot, Defense De- 
partment controller. 


Moot disclosed the cutback 


Thursday during a panel discus- 
sion before the National Securi- 
ty Industrial Association, 
a 


group of defense contractors. 


Secretary of Defense Melvin 


R. Laird has established a goal 
of 2.9 million men in uniform by 
neifr'Jutne. Tfie armed forces 
now have slightly more than 3 
million men, compared with the 
Vietnam war peak of 3.5 million 
in 1968. 


While Moot did not say how 


the cuts will be made, the Pen- 
tagon has followed a policy of 
inactivating Army units as they 
are withdrawn from Vietnam. 


Moot said the cutbacks will 


come as a result of President 
Nixon's doctrine of reducing 
U.S. commitments abroad, thus

Egypt accused Jordan today 


of 
violating 
the Jordanian 


cease-fire and planning to "liq- 
uidate" Palestinian guerrillas. 
Jordan's King Hussein said his 
forces had observed the truce 
"despite endless provocations" 
and called on the guerrillas "to 
slam the door shut forever on 
dissension and hostility." 


He also announced over Radio 


Amman that a new government 
would be formed "within hours" 
to replace the military leader- 
ship he named last Wednesday, 
the day before the outbreak of 
the eight-day Jordanian civil 
war. 


The military government re- 


signed Friday. 


The Jordanian army has been 


standing still around Ramtha 
and Irbid, 50 miles north of Am- 
man, for the past three days, 
the king said. The situation in 
Amman was calm, he added, 
"except for scattered incidents 
where the armed forces were 
attacked." 


He charged that a number of 


guerrilla groups were opposed 
to the cease-fire and were 
trying to sabotage it. 


The charge that Jordan had 


broken the cease-fire agreement 
was made by Egyptian Presi- 
dent Gamal Abdel Nasser in a 
cable sent to Hussein and broad- 
cast over Amman radio. It was 
sent in the names of nine Arab 
nations whose leaders have 
been holding an emergency 
summit in Cairo. 


News reports from Jordan 


Friday night said the fighting 
had ended. The round-the-clock 


' curfew which had b«n in effect 
' 


in Amman for more than a 
week was lifted for five,hours 
daily, Radio Amman said. 


Nasser charged that "a horri- 


ble massacre" was going on in 
Jordan "in violation of all Arab 
and human values." The cable, 
drafted at a meeting attended 
by Palestinian guerrilla leader 
Yasir Arafat, said Jordanian as- 
surances that Hussein's com- 
manders would observe the 
cease-fire were "completely 
broken and devoid of any real 
validity." 


The cable said a delegation of 


four Arab leaders headed by Su- 
danese President Jaafar el Nu- 
mairi reported after returning 
from their cease-fire mission in 
Jordan that there was "a deter* 
mination on the part of Jorda- 
nian authorities to continue the 
fighting despite all attempts to 
halt the bloodshed." 


The message appeared to 


place Nasser and the other Arab 
leaders squarely behind the 
Palestinians. 


Earlier, Libya's strongman, 


Col. 
Muammar Kadafi, pro- 


posed an Arab police force to 
supervise the truce in Jordan. 
Libya then severed relations 
with Hussein's government. The 
Egyptian Middle East News 
Agency reported that Kadafi 
suggested the force be formed 
of forces from his own country 
and neighboring Algeria.
